It was his 
attitude on the pure-food bill thit defeated Wadsworth the last time 
he ran. Now that an open breach between the ex-Congressman and 
the President is followed by the prompt removal of an important 
Fedetal official owing his position to the former the conclusion will 
be forced on the public mind that the President is doing factional 
politics with Federal patronage. 
Indeed, he admits as much by 


saying he removed Sanders to appoint a man friendly to Governor 
Hugl- es. It is all the same whether he was removed to spite Wads- 
worth or strengthen Hughes politically, civil service reform has 
suffered. And the President has many times announced himself an 
ardent civil service reformer. No complaint was made that Sanders 
•was not an honest and capable official, and hence his removal was 
not for the good of the service. It was for factional political reasons 
entirely, but it was hardly the part of wisdom for the President to 
frankly admit it.

In theory eieiy male Catholic in the world is 
eligfble to the Papacy, but m fact only Italians can be Popes, and 
the selection of a new Pontiff rests with a small group of men of a 
single nationality. No Irish, French, English, Spanish, German or 
American churchman, however able, distinguished and eminent for 
piety, can hope to ascend the throne of St. Peter. Time was when

,sioners to enable them to tide over 


the disturbance to commerce created 
a? the crippling of five or more of the 
whcsves there by the April earth- 
quake. Being driven from tie 
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Francisco water front td enable that 


city to accommodate, in a measure, 


the deep-sea, commerce of the port, 


the lumbermen naturally sought a new 


location where they eoujfj best accom- 


modate their business. The Oakland 


water front pot only found favor in 


their eight, but it proved alto » great

The foregoing represents only the 


amount of money private individuals 


have undertaken to expend daring; the 


twelvemonth for the reconstruction ot 


old buildings and the erection of new 


ones to accommodate the sudden In- 


flux of newcomers and tha wants of 


new business houses which have lo- 
cated In Oakland since the San Fran- 


cisco calamity. If a reasonable allow- 
ance Is made for the underestimate s 


of applicants for permits, the figures 
approximate 
closely to 112,000,000, 


This does not include the "cost of re- 
construction of the $2,000,000 hotel, for 


which the funds are on deposit, the 


local street railways, municipal expen- 


ditures, or-the outlay of private cor- 


porations 
for the improvement --of 


water-front facilities for the benefit of 


commerce. A moderate allowance for 


these Improvements will bring the to- 
tal to $15,000,000. It must appeal to 


every thoughtful reader that the ex- 


penditure of such a large sum in a city, 
with a population ranging from 225,000 


to 260,000 must have produced marvel- 


bus changes.

Before the San Francisco quake and 


Ore these quarters were confined prac- 
tically to. two blocks,"-on- Eighth and 
Webster streets. They now cover ap- 
proximately one-half of a square mile 


of territory. The total destruction of 


San Francisco's Chinatown drove over 


10.000 of Its Inhabitants to this city 


to seek refuge. The people took-the 
same considerate care of them as It did 


of other „-. refugees, feeding, clotting 


and housing them until such time as 


they: were able to", care for themselves. 


With characteristic business shrewd- 


ness4 they occupied a' previously neg- 


lected territory.adjacent to the south- 


ern water front, ousting a-population 
which had occupied It for over a' quar-

tory eastward for suitable locations to 
establish their, new homes. 
But bus- 


iness must be accommodated, no mat- 
ter what the cost, and Oakland is ac- 
cepting the situation in that respect In 
a spirit ofj true heroism.
